He 
said: **Someof the spectators of the 
lire fancied they saw In the ruins the 
outlines of a man’s body. When the 
discovery was made water waa applied 
to that portion of tbe rains and Im­ 
mediately tbe supposed body became 
disintegrated and with aralce an at­ 
tempt was made to collect the supposed 
remains, but the material dissolved 
and nothing like a human bone could 
be found. 
A molten mass was dis­ 
covered where the alleged body rested 
but there was nothing about it to indi­ 
cate that it bad ever formed a part of a 
human body.** 


Justice L. A. Stewart was summoned 
yesterday afternoon to conduct an in 
vestigation but he could not find enough 
evidence of a man to warrant him In 
conducting an inquest. 


The man whom Mr. Gross expected 
to arrive Tuesday to work for him and 
who was believed to have perished in 
the barn turned uo smilingly yester­ 
day.

He fought with 
dei^ierate energy for the admission of 
the testimony, and finally Judge Tuthlll 
said he would permit the introduction 
of evidence relating to conversationa 
with Mrs. Luetgert held a week 'prior 
to her disappearance, but that the tea- 
timony must be absolutely direct and 
unquestioned.

The Japaneae were apparent­ 
ly under the command of a veteran aer- 
geant and divided into squads of tw'enty 
under non-comlssioned officers.' 


During the voyage a military diaoipllne 
waa observed which caused comment 
among the other steerage paaengera and 
the ateamer’a crew, and many conject- 
I urea were^ hasarded aa to the meaning 
i of their being shipped to the Islands. It 


I waa generally believed that they w'ere 
aent to the ilsands for the purpoae of 
forcibly resisting annexation, If necea- 
aary.

The story of a man having been cre­ 
mated jln the fire that deetrdyed the 
barn on the premises of Richard Gross 
Tuesday night is not regarded with 
much seriousness by meat of the resi­ 
dents In the neighborhood of the fire. 


Fred Ellis, a neighbor of Gross, was 
seen by Th e Ne w s this afternoon. He 
said: **Some of the spectators of the 
fire fancied they saw in the ruins the 
outlines of a man’s body. When the 
discovery was made water was applied 
to that, portion of the ruins and Im­ 
mediately the supposed body became 
disintegrated and with a rake an at­ 
tempt was made to collect the supposed 
remains, but the material dissolved 
and nothing like a human bone could 
be found. 
A, molten mass was dis­ 
covered where the alleged body rested 
but there was nothing about it to indi­ 
cate that it had ever formed a part of a 
human body.” 


Justice L. A. Stewart was sumnjoned 
yesterday afternoon to conduct an in­ 
vestigation but be oould not find enough 
evidence of a man to warrant him In 
conducting an Inquest. 


The man whom Mr. Gross expected 
to arrive Tuesday to work for him and 
who was believed to have perished in 
the barn turned up smilingly yester­ 
day. He had heard the s ory that the 
supposed remains of a man’s body found 
in the ruins were believed to be his, 
and he remarked that the find did not 
much resemble him. It was thought 
that he might have arrived late Tues­ 
day night and lodged in the barn rather 
than awaken the Gross family. 
The opinion of the majority of the 
people is that no one was burned.

since May 1. the night on which it is 
claimed she was murdered. He also as­ 
serted that Luetgert would go on the 
stand in his own defense.

A warm legal fight arose in the course 
of the opening statement of Attorney 
Vincent. 
In outlining the defense he 
said t|iat he would prov’^e that Mrs. 
Luetgert, nervous and discouraged by 
the business reverses of her husband, 
had told several neighbors that she in­ 
tended to run away from home. The 
state protested with much earnestness 
against the admission of such evidence, 
and the court, after listening to the 
arguments of the lawyers, said that he 
did not think he could permit such testi­ 
mony to go in. The defense felt this 
badly, as Vincent in the heat of his 
statement had said that without such 
evidence as he had Just alluded to his 
client might be hung. He fought with 
desperate energy far the admission of 
the testimony, and finally Judge Tuthill 
said he would permit the introduction 
of evidence relating to conversation« 
with Mrs. Liietgert held a week prior 
to her disappearance, but that the tes­ 
timony mu.st be absolutely direct and 
unquestioned.

The' people do not 
think that war is inevitable.

Insista on tho VllinMMnni. 


London, Sept. 23.—A dispatch to The 
Standard from San Sebastian eays: 
**Freah communications have passed 
between United States Minister «Wood­ 
ford and the Duke of Tetuan confirming 
the views of the United States as stated 
by the American minister last Satur­ 
day. Both press and public received the 
intimation of the attitude of the Amer­ 
ican government with surprise and In­ 
credulity. Even now most Spaniards 
are loth to believe the United States 
is In earnest In offering in the middle 
of September mediation, which Is cer­ 
tain to be followed In November by a 
declaration that It Is too late to stop 
American action because opinion in the 
United States calls for a decisive policy, 
and because the Cubans will accept 
nothing short of Independence. 
The 
Spaniards realize that President Mc­ 
Kinley had Anally made up his mind be­ 
fore he entrusted Minister Woodford 
with precise Instructions, polite, but 
clear and peremptory.’* 


At tho Washington End of tho WIro. 
Washington, Sept. 23.~The state de­ 
partment ofHcials refuse to discuss the 
important statement made in the cable 
dispatch from Madrid that the countries 
of Europe, with the exception of Aus­ 
tria, Justify the interposition of the 
United States in favor of a termination 
of the Cuban war. It leaked out some 
time ago that the United States minis­ 
ters at various European courts had 
been instructed to sound the govern­ 
ments to which they were accredited 
with a view to learning how interven­ 
tion in favor of Cuba would be regard­ 
ed. Although It was generally supposed 
at the time that this effort would not 
succeed, there is now good reason to 
accept the statement in the Madrid 
cable as fully warranted by the facts. 
With such 41 lever In the hands of Wood­ 
ford—and of its existence the Spanisii 
government must be aw'arë by this time 
—'it is regarded as extremely improbable 
that it would reject any tender of our 
good offices.

San Francisco, Sept. 23.—If the stories 
told by the passengers and crew of the 
steamship City of Peking, which arrived 
here from Hong Kong via Honolulu on 
Tuesday evening, be true a state of af­ 
fairs exists in Hawaii which demands the 
attention of the state department. When 
the City of Peking arrived at Honolulu 
the attention of the other pasengers on 
board that steamer was atracted by the 
remarkably symmetrical movements of 
174* Japanese steerage pasengers who 
were disembarking. Although classed as 
laborers, their well drilled and military 
appearance was too palpable to escape 
obsen'ation, and occasioned considerable 
comment. The Japanese were apparent­ 
ly under the command of a veteran ser­ 
geant and divided into squads of twenty 
under non-comissloned officers. 


During the voyage a military discipline 
was observed w'hlch caused ramment 
among the other steerage pasengers and 
the steamer’s crew, and many conject­ 
ures were hazarded as to the meaning 
of their being shipped to the islands. It 
was generally l)elieved that they were 
sent to the llsands for the purpose of 
forcibly resisting annexation, if neces- 
sary< Rumors of the presence of the 
mikado's soldiers are not new on the isl­ 
ands, and it Is said that over 1,000 well 
driiled men have already been landed 
there, an4-about 400 veterans of the Ja- 
pan-Chinfse war are expected upon the
